He 
Pa qt recently wrote to Mr. Stableford from Chungking to the 
effect that he was experiencing difficulty regarding hia 
Passport and requesting him to communicate with the 
British Consulate on hie behalf. 
Before Mr. Stableford had time to comply with 
this request he received a telephone call from the
